Dr. Fortanasce, one of 18 nationally prominent 
people elected to the Little League Hall of Excellence, 
has long been a promoter of kids’ sports. He spoke about 
the importance of parents’ supporting their children as 
they play, emphasizing the value of recognizing the 
“good try.’’ His book. Life Lessons, is available for sale 
at the snack bar at Heasley Field; profits from the sale 
will benefit the league. 

Bob Spears and Joe Surgent threw the opening 
pitches, and the players took to the fields of Sierra Madre 
to enjoy a beautiful day and a beautiful sport.

Call the Chamber office (355-5111) for reservations. 
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Mayor MacGillivray a check for $30,0(X) to be used for 
pool repairs. The $30,000 will be coupled with $62,500 
that the city received from West Hollywood from the 
sale of Proposition A transportation funds, and the city 
will float a short-term loan for another $25,000. As Can¬ 
terbury said when handing over the check, “There’s 
more coming.” (See story, this page.) Mayor 
MacGillivray recognized the public’s support of the 
effort, and suggested perhaps expanding general use 
hours. 

Mayor MacGillivray also issued a presentation to 
Howard Wagner, President of the Library’s Board of 
Trustees, proclaiming this National Library Week. 

Bob Oden, Chairman of the Economic Development 
Committee, read his final report (see story, this page), 
which was prefaced by Sean Joyce’s staff report. Joyce 
detailed the inception of the EDC as an ad-hoc advisory 
body to maximize the use of available resources. Oden 
spoke briefly, mentioning that a copy of his report was 
at City Hall, and that another would be at the library this 
week. He also gave thanks to the members of the EDC. 

Finally, the Pilot Facade Improvement Program was 
approved. The PFIP was one of “several ambitious 
projects the EDC outlined to meet their objectives,” 
according to Joyce. The project was adapted in principle, 
but modified drastically in practice to meet “several 
pragmatic requirements.” The goal is for the PFIP to 
stimulate downtown revitalization and private invest¬ 
ment. The program requires the allocation of $25,000, 
which will be awarded in amounts up to $2,500 per quali¬ 
fied applicant. Eligible projects will concern the exte¬ 
rior of businesses only, e.g. paint, stucco, signage, and 
reimbursements of up to $200 for planner/architect’s 
fees, and up to another $2,300 for the actual construc¬ 
tion. Joyce stressed that the city will deal With the ap-

The long-awaited Economic Development Commit¬ 
tee report, two years in the making, was finally ready for 
delivery to City Council Tuesday night. Chairman Bob 
Oden stressed that the report makes proposals, not de¬ 
cisions. City Council action is necessary for any of its 
recommendations to be acted upon. “It is not a done 
deal,” he said. 

Oden explained that the report is a guideline intended 
for the city’s use as it works for economic progress, and 
that it will need to be updated at least once a year. It must 
be used as a tool in conjunction with the General Plan, 
he added. 

Notable EDC proposals already implemented include 
the downtown posting of parking signs, and the produc¬ 
tion of a brochure marketing the city to business. Also, 
the City Hall position of Director of Development Ser¬ 
vices was created following an EDC recommendation. 

The EDC was appointed by the city council in No¬ 
vember, 1992. Members involved in the preparation of 
the report include Oden, Matt Agle, Roy Buchan, Eu¬ 
gene Malone, David May, Don Murphy, Helen Elliott, 
Gilbert Lucero, William Sullivan Jr., Frank Van Dongen 
and Judy Webb-Martin. According to the report, the 
EDC’s purpose is to “help determine the best uses of our 
city’s resources and to maximize opportunities for new 
and existing businesses. This plan sets forth a framework 
for a strategy, that when implemented, will enhance the 
quality of life and economic well-being of our commu¬ 
nity.” The mission statement pledges, in part, ‘To serve 
the residents of the city of Sierra Madre by creating an 
economic environment that will generate public rev-

June 26 Target Date for Pool Reopen

June 26 is the targeted reopen date for the Sierra 
Madre Pool, subject of recent crowded City Council 
meetings and a grassroots fundraising drive. According 
to Michelle Keith, Assistant Recreation Director for 
Sierra Madre, $25,000 must still be raised to pay for 
necessary repairs to the pool. 

In a Friday afternoon meeting. City Administrator 
Sean Joyce stated, “Our position is that we need 
$125,000, approximately; that we’ve received $37,000 
plus to date; and with the scheduled fundraisers, we’re 
confident we’ll receive the balance—approximately 
$25,0(X)—prior to the bill being due to the contractor. 
The project will begin 60 or 70 days after the award of 
bid, which would be June 23 or so. 

“By that time we expect to have all the money,” he 
continued. “If it doesn’t come in, again, the effort’s been 
made. The city is presently in a position to float the ad¬ 
vance. And over the ensuing several months we would 
probably continue to make efforts, the Friends of the 
Pool would probably continue to make efforts to raise 
the balance.” 

Keith pointed out that in February, the city council 
sold $100,000 worth of Proposition A transportation 
funds to another city, for 62 1/2 cents on the dollar, for 
the purpose of providing funds to help repair the pool. 

Joyce explained, “Given that we’ve gotten so much 
money so quickly, we want to move forward and make 
sure that that pool is open, because that’s what 


everybody’s working hard to do. There’s never been a 
doubt that the pool would be repaired.” 

Should the city have to float the pool a temporary 
loan, Joyce said he is confident the city will be paid back. 

Needed pool repairs include new pipes, new under¬ 
water lights, a filter system, a circulation pump, and 
decking and plastering. 

“Correlating with that project,” added Joyce, “will be 
a state grant-funded improvement of the building itself, 
with state grant money that Michelle’s coordinated to 
make a number of plumbing improvements, rehabilitate 
the 30-year-old bath house.” He said a number of Sierra 
Madreans have volunteered to help. “Our hope is that 
this summer we’ll have a number of major improve¬ 
ments to the pool facilities.” Keith added that the pool 
heating system would also be improved. 

The “Be Cool to Your Pool” fundraiser is scheduled 
to take place at the Recreation Center on Saturday, May 
27, 5 p.m. to midnight, following the Mt. Wilson Trail 
Race. It will include a barbecue, a dance, and an auc¬ 
tion of celebrity items and restaurant gift certificates. 
Another event that will benefit the pool is the 
Swimathon, set for May 29, 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. at 
Monrovia High School.

enues sufficient to meet their requirements for local 
government services.” 

The report suggests that the EDC be made a perma¬ 
nent advisory committee to City Council. It should be 
noted that the EDC has no power to implement its sug¬ 
gestions; it can only serve in an advisory capacity. 

In a preface to its recommendation.s, the EDC report 
states, ‘The city’s revenues are not adequate to support 
the level of services that is required to maintain its char¬ 
acter as a highly desirable family community and an ex¬ 
ceptionally secure and safe place to live.” The report 
identifies political stability, strategic leadership, promo¬ 
tion of business development, funding, a strong sense of 
community, and a strategically coordinated General Plan 
as crucial to the future and financial self-sufficiency of 
Sierra Madre. “Community action must be citizen-based, 
developed and accomplished to be successful.” It fur¬ 
ther names significant economic threats to the town from 
state diversion of property taxes and corresponding fee 
raises, major shopping malls in Arcadia and Pasadena, 
the constraining geography of Sierra Madre, and the 
peripheral interest of residents in downtown activities 
or businesses. It bluntly states, “Residents’ expectations 
of city services tend to exceed their willingness to pay.” 

Some highlights of the EDC report: 

• Suggests new businesses compatible with the nature 
of the city, including arts and crafts, mountaineering or 
outdoor-related shops, boutique specialty foods, book¬ 
stores, bed and breakfast, art film facility, computer 
support service. 

• Suggests certain property purchases or swaps to 
obtain full commercial effectiveness, including the pur¬ 
chase of the Kraft Estate for a city park with recreational/ 
wedding and reception/conference facHity; non-interfer¬ 
ing uses of settling basin areas for revenue-generating 
activities; exchange of downtown properties owned by 
nonprofits, which would be relocated to “more suitable” 
locations elsewhere in town; revenue-producing devel¬ 
opment of unused or convertible portions of large prop¬ 
erties such as Passionist Fathers’ property, Maranatha 
School, Ward property, Alvemo High School, and the 
city settling basins. 

• Many funding opportunities are available to the city 
and should be utilized, including Community Redevel¬ 
opment Agency funds, block grants. Small Business 
Administration funds, bond issues, enterprise zoning 
funds, private museum and gallery grants for related

the State of the Spirit

(Crazy title, but then it reflects the week.) 

A friend really took me aback once during a typically 
heated religion-&-science debate. He had no use for 
organized religion, but he also didn’t understand me 
when I used the phrase—it seemed he hadn’t heard it 
before. When I tried to explain about the institutional 
church, he interrupted me. No, what is it, he demanded. 
Again, I tried to explain. Again, he interrupted and de¬ 
nied. To him, “organized religion” defined the actual 
Sunday (or Saturday) morning practice, what people did 
behind the closed cathedral doors, etc., not the institu¬ 
tional monolith. Don’t ask why, but somehow I’d never 
seen his view of the phrase before. It’s so stunningly 
simple. And I’m so gifted at creating complication. 

But when it comes to religion, or spirituality, or souls, 
conversation is rarely simple. How can it be? Can you 
define a soul? (If you attended seminary, don’t answer— 
you have an unfair advantage.) Or the spirit? Or, for that 
matter, religion? My dictionary (American Heritage) 
offers this perspective on spirit: ‘That which is tradition¬ 
ally believed to be the vital principle or animating force 
within living beings.” Okay, that’s fairly easy to grasp. 
But then, of course, it complicates matters with subse¬ 
quent definitions: “The Holy Ghost.” “God.” Words you 
can debate endlessly, regardless of your belief 

The spiritual life is much on my mind after discuss¬ 
ing the state of the church in Sierra Madre with some 
hardworking local clergy. Some seemed genuinely sur 
prised that anyone would even pose the question—“How 
is the church, anyhow?" As if it were an ailing relative. 

If it were only a matter of sharing your thoughts with 
others; if debating the meanings of words like souls, 
angels, spirits and religion were all that was at .stake. But 
in a nation founded in pursuit of religious freedom, the 
exclusionary practice of so many practitioners of differ¬ 
ing theologies is enough to make cynics of infants. A 
popular opinion of religion as the lone province of sheep 
doesn’t help. And if you hold to some belief in a supreme 
being, weekdays or weekends, in or out of church or 
temple, you’re often dubbed “religious” with a faintly 
damning edge of disappointment on the word. When did 
the spiritual become anti-intellectual? Come to think of 
it, when did we start confusing spirit with religion? 

What makes it so hard to discuss these matters, too. 
well—face it: who wants to be criticized? Unless 
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What's On Your Mind? 
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as religion, etc.) Please, if you’re out there. I’d love to 
hear from you! After all, this is the opinion page. 
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This has nothing whatsoever to do with spirits—un¬ 
less of course you believe benevolent angels are watch¬ 
ing over our library. I just want to remind everyone that 
the Sierra Madre Public Library is holding an Open 
House Thursday, Apr. 13.

“News is deceptive if people think it is Republican, 
but is not. If you ask a candidate for money and they 
don’t respond, and you then slander them, that is mor¬ 
ally wrong,” said Peggy Mew of the Margett campaign. 
She also went on to tell me that Ron Yates, the publisher 
of the paper, personally asked her for $8,000 for Bob 
Margett to advertise in the publication. The campaign 
turned him down. She went on to say that Ron Yates sold 
the ad to Ginny Joyce for SI ,250. 

Ginny Joyce is a fine individual. Her record of pub¬ 
lic service is well known to be one of dedication and dis¬ 
tinction. She does not appear to be directly responsible 


for the comments made about Bob Margett. Ron Yates 
is responsible. 

Several other publications in the form of letters were 
sent out throughout the 59th District in favor of Ginny 
Joyce as apposed to Bob Margett. Two letters were sent 
from Rhonda Goode from the American Federation of 
Nurses. 

Both complimented Joyce and one attacked Margett. 
Although penned by Goode, the letter reveals in tiny 
print to have been sent out by Californians for Indepen¬ 
dent Representation. This organization has on its list of 
contributors the California Trial Lawyers PAC, and the 
Political Action for Classified Employees of C A School 
Employees Assn. Why would Democratic institutions 
contribute to a Republican to the tune of $ 18,000 plus? 
Votes. If the district were divided enough, then there 
would be a runoff election between the top Republican 
and top Democrat, which would not take place for al¬ 
most a year. This would then keep the Republicans from 
gaining a forty-first seat that would allow them to oust 
Willie Brown. At press time, it was evident that the tactic 
worked. 

After seeing the effect that these tactics had on the 
electorate, I feel affirmed in my belief that we do not 
discuss politics enough. If people would only talk about 
their local government a little more, then there would be 
less confusion at the ballet box. People know more about 
professional sports then they do about their representa¬ 
tives. Keep in mind that professional athletes don’t 
decide what your children will learn in school or how 
much of your money you will be allowed to keep.

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ARBORETUM. 
WALKS

Let’s take a trip E)own 
Under. Well, we won’t 
pack our suitcases or apply 
for visas. We will take our 
Arboretum walk in the 
Australian section. 

A huge mound of grass 
on a long stem with a long 
pointed flower stalk 
emerging from the center 
is certainly one of the most 
astonishing plants we’ve 
discovered. The whole 
thing must stand ten or 12 
feet tall including the 
flower thing. Known as an 
Australian Grass Tree, 
there are two places to find 
them in the Garden. 

You can find one group 
at the north end of the Ar¬ 
boretum, deep in the heart 



of its Australia. The other 
grouping is much closer to 
the entrance, and we’ll 
make a game of it with the 
family to see who spots 
them first. 

When we envision 
Bottlebrush, we always 
see the street tree ver¬ 
sion—an oversized bush 
covered this time of year 
with red flowers that do 
not really look like bottle 
brushes. Yet the Bottle¬ 
brush, botanically named 
CalUstemon, has many va¬ 
rieties. The Sunset Home 
Demonstration Garden has 
a handsome specimen ot 
one of our favorites, the 
weeping Bottlebrush iC. 
viminalis). 


A trip to the Australian 
Section introduces us to 
many more types of 
CalUstemon. There is a 
wonderful dwarf plant 
about three feet high with 
dark red bristle-y brushes. 
And then, surprise! sur¬ 
prise! a green tinged, al¬ 
most white blossom on a 
large tree variety. This tree 
would make a good addi¬ 
tion to the garden if we 
wanted to avoid red flow¬ 
ers. 

After the tree finishes 
blooming, it leaves seed 
pods spaced along the 
stems. Almost like tree 
rings you can see past 
years pods further back on 
the branches. Adapted to 
Australia's roaring fire 
storms, the.se pods open 
only when exposed to very 
high temperatures. 

We’ve only just started 
our walking trip to Austra¬ 
lia. We wonder what we 
will find next time.

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with representatives from 
seven local churches, in¬ 
cluding a spokesperson for 
the Bahais (a faith, not a 
church). Does Sierra 
Madre offer a nurturing 
environment for a church 
community? Are people 
more spiritually hungry 
now than in times past? 
How are Sierra Madre’s 
churches faring, spiritually 
and financially? 

The surface of Sierra 
Madre’s spiritual life used 
to be more varied. A syna¬ 
gogue occupied the build¬ 
ing where the Church of 
Christ now stands, at the 
comer of Laurel and Lima. 
According to town histo¬ 
rian Phyllis Chapman, the 
membership was too small 
to be self-sustaining, so it 
Joined forces with temples 
in Arcadia and Pasadena in 
the late 1940s. Since then, 
organized religious life 
here has been almost ex¬ 
clusively devoted to main¬ 
stream Christianity, with 
the exception of a group of 
Bahais who meet every 19 
days for “feasts” in mem¬ 
bers’ homes. Farhang 
Rahmanian, spokesperson 
and member of the Local 
Spiritual Assembly, said 
there is a group of 15 to 20 
individuals in Sierra 
Madre and another, 20- to 
30-strong, in Arcadia 
Both receive a lot of in¬ 
quiring phone calls. 


“There is a great need,” he 
said. “People are looking 
for something to guide 
them spiritually. We all 
believe in the same reli¬ 
gion, and that is the reli¬ 
gion of God.” He said the 
Bahais hold fireside gath¬ 
erings every other week: 
“Anyone can come to in¬ 
vestigate the faith.” 

Father Michael 
Bamberger of the Episco¬ 
pal Church of the Ascen¬ 
sion (membership: about J 
400) says,“l think people 
are looking for some direc¬ 
tion in their Journeys. 
Church of the Ascension 
offers groundedness and 
tradition that for some 
people is very important.” 
He believes that keeping 
church life alive is getting 
easier. 

Pastor Dann Ettner at 
Faith Lutheran Church 
(membership: about 200) 
in Hastings Ranch con¬ 
curs “I see it as a pendu¬ 
lum. finally swinging 
back” from the “Me De¬ 
cade” of the 1970s. Even 
movie morality seems to 
be "shifting back,” he 
thinks. “The challenge of 
the church today is finding 
and meeting needs.” Once 
people get involved in 
church life, he says, they 
find it meets not only their 
social needs but offers 
support groups for fami¬ 
lies. Faith Lutheran, like

In keeping with the theme of recycling and minimiz¬ 
ing mui-made waste, Mary Tracy, “textile artist,” has 
created nature-oriented scenes from scraps of textile 
items. Tracy recycles bits of paper, wrappings, trim¬ 
mings, and other man-made packaging items into three- 
dimensional colorful scenes depicting birds, flowers, 
porches, gardens, and people. 

Tracy, a computer graphic artist who runs a desktop 
publishing business, collects natural elements as she 
walks about La Canada. A technique that recurs through¬ 
out the pictures is that of shaving paper into strips so thin 
that they curl to make shaper ot flowers, feathers, etc. 
These are often combined with shredded ribbons and 
tom pieces of paper, or fabrics—all part of Tracy’s way 
of recycling man-made items into artwork depicting na-

berths. This wood was used for mantles, door frames, 
and staircase. Reg envisioned a hand-carved staircase 
and hired an unemployed actor to do the work. While 
the carver waited for the staircase to be built, he started 
carving roses and grapes on the mantles and over the 
doors. You will find his craftsmanship throughout the 
house. 

Hand-cut roof tile was located at a reclamation estab¬ 
lishment in Carson. Stone (Academy Granite) was hand 
cut and hauled from the Merced area.

Q: In the interview you did forC\ass\ca\ Guitar maga¬ 
zine, you stated that Picasso and Klee are painters who 
offer you artistic insight. You see a painting, you see a 
movie, you see something that stirs you, moves you; how 
does a piece come to you in your mind?

A: ‘That’s a good question. There’s a couple of ways, 
I think.

away from that. I mean if you’re using it during the com¬ 
position process, if you’re just entering the notes after 
you’ve written it, that is of course just putting the notes 
in.

A, Foxtails are parts of a weed and yes they 

can cause serious medical problems. They ha\e a 
pointed end and a bushy end. This allows them to 
move forward and prevents them from baeking out 
Common places for foxtails to penetrate are be 
tween toes, armpits, ear canals, nose and under tlu 
third eyelids. It is important if your dog ever 
sneezes blood, holds an eye closed, shakes his head 
or has an inflamed area between his toes with a hole 
that it be checked and probed as soon as possible

Kevin Carrington, pas¬ 
tor of celebration and 
youth ministries at 
Bethany Church (member¬ 
ship: 7(X)-8(X)), says, “It’s 
in the nature of man to 
search—there’s never 
been an atheistic society.’’ 
However, he adds, “Sierra 
Madre is a very spiritual 
place, but it is not neces¬ 
sarily centered around 
Jesus. There’s a lot of spir¬ 
itism here.” He says that 
cults are thriving in gen¬ 
eral society, and he is con¬ 
cerned about the allure 
they hold for the junior and 
senior high youths he sees. 
He says pentagrams have 
occasionally been discov¬ 
ered in the hills above Si¬ 
erra Madre, along with 
evidence of ritual fires. 

Carrington also says, 
“I’d guess that this is a 
very lonely place [for teen¬ 
agers].” He estimates al¬ 
most 80 percent of the 
youths he deals with come 
from broken homes. He 
shares stories of loosely 
structured “gangs” in¬ 
volved in the use and sale 
of drugs, and thefts from 
his office. Yes, these are 
Sierra Madre children, not 
out-of-towners. Why the 
criminal activity? “Noth¬ 
ing at home” is 
Carrington’s frank opin¬ 
ion. He is encouraged 
about the prospects for the 
future of church life in Si¬ 
erra Madre, but acknowl¬ 
edges, “A low percentage 
of residents are churchgo¬ 
ers.” Since Carrington and

If elderly parishioners 
are the staunch backbone 
of a congregation, young 
families are its future.

When 
you’re liberal, they nurture 
you better. People like it 
better when you tell ’em 
what they want to hear, 
instead of what Scripture 
says. We just teach what 
the Bible teaches. 

“People haven’t got 
values anymore,” he con¬ 
cludes. “I don’t know how 
you get that back.” Ettner 
expresses similar con¬ 
cerns; “I think a lot of de¬ 
nominations are going off 
in the wrong direction, 
compromising too much.” 

I Churches across the na¬ 
tion are struggling with 
challenging social issues, 
and this is reflected in Si¬ 
erra Madre’s institutions.

Council Approves 
Library Reconstruction

Have you ever gone into a Library where the staff at 
the reference desk were whooping it up and directing 
people to the appropriate stack with pom-poms? Have 
you ever seen a Librarian talk in a voice that was above 
average in volume? If you had visited the last two council 
meetings you would have been impressed with the rather 
vocal nature of those in attendance, mostly those in fa¬ 
vor of the Library building project. Money had been set 
aside for the project. The declining revenue from the 
track has been a headache for the city to deal with for 
some time now, as it used to be around five million and 
now is approaching one million. Any mistakes made on 
the cost of this project including any additional staff or 
maintenance would put the city in the red. Last week 
Dennis Lojeski swayed the council away from making 
the decision to go ahead with the full amount for the 
project until the matter could be examined fully. That’s 
when the hootin’ and hollerin’ started. Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing was held to decide how much to spend. In short, the 
council had two options; just fix it, or renovate it so it 
would be useful for the next 30 years. Needed was as¬ 
bestos removal and updates to bring the Library up to 
ADA requirements. This requires access to all parts of 
the building by the handicapped. Bookshelves were a 
major expense within the project budget becau.se they 
had to meet new earthquake requirements. All of the old 
shelves have to go. It was decided to approve the base 
bid of $3.5 million and go from there. Going from there 
included six options that the council voted on one at a 
time. No on a brick veneer. No on a sloped roof. No on 
a trellis. Permanent bookshelves were part ol the origi¬ 
nal bid but separated, so that other contractors could bid 
on them as a separate item, bat it was never really sepa¬ 
rate from the base bid. Confusing. It took two people to 
straighten out the council and the City Manager. More 
hootin’ and hollerin’. It 
was finally decided that a 
library needs bookshelves 
and the additional expense 
of $167,000 was added to 
the base price. Then the 
council voted no on sod, 
yes on hydroseed. Finally 
Mayor Young declared, 

“We have a new library.” 

The supporters whooped it 
up on their way out. There 
were four people left in 
what was a nearly full 
house.

Re: Yard Sales 

Do I have to do anything special to have a yard sale? 

Garage and yard sales are permitted provided that; 

• A written permit (free of charge) is obtained from 
the city’s Business License office prior to the event. 

• The sale is held only during the hours of 8 a.m. and 
6 p.m. 

• The goods to be sold are not placed in the front yard 
of the property. 

• The goods being sold are the property of the tenants 
of the property. 

• No signs are placed on any property more than two 
days prior to the sale, with no more than one sign placed 
on any piece of property. 

Re; Overnight Parking 

Where can my overnight guests park? 

Parking of all vehicles on city streets between the 
hours of 3 and 6 a.m. is prohibited unless the vehicle has 
been issued an overnight parking permit. Temporary 
parking permits for up to two weeks are available at no 
charge from the Police Department. Yearly permits are 
offered on a pro rate basis ($60/year) and can be obtained 
from the City Hall Cashier’s office. For information, call 
574-5465. 

Vehicles are prohibited from parking on front or side 
yards other than on lawfully installed paved surfaces. 
Also, vehicles cannot be stored on city streets for more 
than 72 consecutive hours.
